Closo friends, 
if on corrospondonco list, nay visit if there are no oloso rclativos able ts 
visit. Any other person oust hsvo written peraission in advanco. Persons 
not olearod as to eligibility prior to arrival will normally not bo adnittod. 

Visiting room is open daily, including wcolo-onds and legal holidays. Hours 
aro from 8i30 to 10*30 Ail and liOO to 3*00 PM. '^sitors cannot b’(^ aooonodat- 
od at any other tine except in an unusual ociorgency, with spocif it ♦approval 
.of the Director. * 

Visiting timo of four (4) hours weekly is routinely approved. Space permit- 
ting, special allowancos nay bo aadc for infrequent visiters . Those able to 
do so are encouraged to visit on business days, to avoid wook-ond congestion# 

Groups of not more than throe (3) visitors at a tino nay visit. Children, 
not in ama, aro counted as nonbors of the party. Children should not 
normally bo brought to visit seriously ill or disturbed patients. 

No gift of any sort shall bo brought to the institution at time of visit 
^ except money, which may be accepted by the Visiting Room Offioor, who will 
givo you a roooipt. Do not bring items or carry messages to or from any 
other patient. No firearms, liquor, narcotics, or anything detrimental to 
institutional security should bo in your car or on your person. (SE5 NOTE 
BELOW) 

Restrictions within the Visiting Room are few. You may smoko, and offer 
smokes to tho man you aro visiting and purchase soft drinks at the vending 
machine. Nothing else. may bo handed or shown him, or accepted from him, 
?rithout prior approval of Visiting Room Officer. Patient may net' bring in 
or take out anything. Behavior during visits is governed by the usual 
standards of good tastos, and consid 07 ;ption for those sharing tho room vrith 
you • 

Social work staff is not on Duty Saturdays and Sundays . Questions regarding 
a patient should bo by lottor. Appointments with staff monbors may be ar- 
ranged on a wook-day.
